Six thousand four hundred 
and twenty-six votes were 
cast for the three mayoralty 
candidates. 

In early election returns it 
became apparent that Mr. 
Harvey was destined for a 
decisive victory against both 
Tom Priddle and former 
Mayor Plain. 

Mr. Harvey topped the 
poll at 3,181, way out in front 
of Mr. Plain with 2,304 votes. 
Mr. Plain conceded defeat 
quite early last Wednesday 
night. 

Former Calgary alderman 
Tom Priddle took the edge 
off both Mr. Harvey and Mr. 
Plain creaming off 941 votes 
into his camp.

Frank Lukay, Gary Wetsch 
and Myrna Fyfe not running 
in this election there's a new 
look on St. Albert council. 

Incumbents Margaret Sm- 
ith, with 3,668 votes, Rod 
Throndson, 4,735 and Barry 
Breadner 3,776 are back on 
council and they will be 
accompanied by Roger Ayo- 
tte, 3,211, Liesbeth Bakker 
3,218 and Bill Shields, 3,657.

Mr. Borreson referred to 
the defeat of the NDP in 
Manitoba and British Col- 
umbia, but pointed out that 
neither the Conservatives in 
Manitoba or the Social Credit 
in British Columbia had 
taken steps to dismantle 
government insurance plans 
in either province, although 
they had strongly opposed 
them previous to their 
election. 

In reference to the current 
controversy over the restruc- 
turing of the Environment 
Conservative Authority, Mr.

Russell referred to Alberta as 
an ‘‘affluent’’ province, that 
he thought he might really 
mean ‘‘effluent.”’

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APATHY - CANADA’S MOST DANGEROUS FOE 


Ask an Englishman, a Yank, or a French Canadian about the 
state of government in his neck of the woods and he'll 
probably tell you all about it -- in blunt and colorful terms. 


Ask the same question of an ‘‘English’’ Canadian, and your 
interest will more often than not be rewarded with a blank 
look tinged with suspicion. On the Canadian political scene, 
apathy is more entrenched than any institution. 


The reasons for this attitude in Canada are as numerous as 
our inhabitants are few. The political freedoms of 
Canadians have never been gravely threatened, and our 
peaceful streets have never echoed with the thud of foreign 
jackboots. Through the years, our countryside has remained 
unravaged by the scourge of war. Canada, for all its 
peacemaking skills, remains a political innocent. 


This naivete has its roots in the country’s very formation. 
The Confederation of Canada was and is an intellectual 
creation -- a forging of political necessity and high ideals. 
Unlike the United States, the birth of this nation was not the 
product of a bloody revolution. In 1867, the emotional 
climate in Canada was much more temperate than that of 
the U.S. in 1776, Perhaps this lukewarm feeling lingers on, 
over 100 years later. 


The British, like the Americans, have historic reasons for 
guarding their rights with fervour. Their progress towards 
universal franchise was slow and painful. Because of the 
difficulties encountered on the road from the Divine Right of 
Kings to democracy, the British are traditionally more 
aware of the vulnerability of the vote. This protectiveness 
was no doubt made more acute by their proximity to various 
totalitarian states throughout history, ~ 


However, Canadian ideals have never been welded together 
by the fires of a common threat to the country and its 
freedoms. Without such a painful maturation, our political 
passions lie dormant, even at a time when the fragile fabric 
of the country is in danger of being irreparably torn. Now, 
some cynics will dismiss the loss of this country as a political 
entity as trivial, discounting Canada as a mere geographical 
joke, improbably stretched from sea to ses. Others will 
shrug off the national apathy as inevitable in the face of 
Canadians’ far-flung isolation from government. 


However, should Canada quietly fade away in the clamor of 
opposing demands, these excuses will seem paltry in 
retrospect. Should Canada one day wake up to find itself 
snuggled in the arms of American Manifest Destiny, how 
will we explain our demise to succeeding generations? 
‘English Canada would have to answer with a four-letter 
word -- smug.

Incensed with Beckwith’s letter 


I was incensed after 
reading Mr. Beckwith’s lett- 
er about Herman Kochan in 
this weeks Gazette. How can 
a responsible paper print a 
letter without checking the 
facts. 

His statement ‘‘to my 
knowledge Herman has rar- 
ely assisted running soccer in 
St. Albert’’ should have been 
the first indication that 
something was amiss. 

Mr. Beckwith, if he really 
is ‘‘an interested bystander”’ 
should have at least had the 
courtesy to determine in 
detail the depth of Herman's 
contribution to minor soccer. 
I did and it’s very impres- 
sive: 

1971 - Coached one house 
league team (mites) and 
refereed some house league 
games. 

1972 - Coached one mini- 
mite house league team - one 
mite representative team. 
Co-ordinated mini-mite hou- 
se league; assisted in regis- 
tration; refereed no less than 
two games weekly. Spent 
four nights a week in the gym 


to teach soccer to all age 
groups while picking rep. 
teams at the same time in all 
age groups. 

1973 - Same as in 1972, 

1974 - Same as 1972 and 
1973 plus coached Peewee 
rep. team. Co-ordinated so- 
me soccer in house league. 
Spent four nights a week in 
gym to pick allrep. teams. At 
times over 100 boys att- 


ended. 
1975 - Coached peewee 
rep. team, co-ordinated all 


rep. teams (11 teams); co-or- 
dinated referee's for all rep. 
teams; league director for 
Edmonton minor soccer mid- 
gets; refereed some games; 
spent four nights a week to 
pick rep. teams. 

1976 - Same as 1975 plus 
coached Edmonton Bantam 
all star team. 

1977 - Coached Edmonton 
midget All Star team and The 
Alberta Midget All Star team 
in a tournament against 
B.C., Manitoba and Sask- 
atchewan; co-ordinated re- 
maini hg representat- 
ive teams (now reduced to 


only three); coached Bantam 
rep. team and one City 
midget team; referee co-or- 
dinator for Edmonton minor 
soccer. 

I let the record speak for 
itself, whereas Mr. Beckwith 
should heed the saying ‘‘a 
little knowledge can be a 
dangerous thing.” 

Herman did spend the 
majority of his soccer time 
directed to all the select 
teams. However, by doing 
this, I feel that all St. Albert 
kids received substantial 
benefit. He set an example 
with his teams that all 
players hoped to attain. Good 
coaching is what has kept St. 
Albert in the forefront of 
Edmonton minor soccer. 
Scores of 10-0 and 15-0 are a 
direct result of early gym 
training involving all int- 
erested St. Albert children. 

Mr. Beckwith implies that 
Herman is running away. 
Herman has participated ac- 
tively in St. Albert minor 
soccer for over six years 
while Mr. Beckwith contrib- 
uted to minor soccer in a 


small way in the early 1970's 
He said he agrees with the

Students angry over cancelled trips 


Each year at Paul Kane 
High School, (and at various 
othe: schools), educational 
trips are planned for the 
benefit of the student and 
teacher. These trips are 
intended to not only be 
entertaining, but also to 
provide an insight and first 
hand experience into a 
different culture. 

Our trip last year was to 
Russia. In the 12 days I was 
there I learned more than I 
possibly could in a semester 
of school. I was able to see 
for myself, the many unique 
characteristics of their life- 
Style and attitudes. It also 
helped reinforce my positive 
feelings toward our demo- 
cratic and free life in Canada. 


This year, two such trips 
are planned. One is to Spain 
and Morroco, the other to 
Rome and Egypt. Unfor- 
tunately these two worth- 
while and beneficial trips are 
in danger of being cancelled. 

The reason why? Because 
of the length of the trips, the 
students who go will have to 
miss two or three days of 
school (the trips are during 
spring break). It seems that 
those in the higher levels of 
administration don't feel 
these trips merit these extra 
days off. Is the current 
fashion of going back to the 
basics going to cancel other 
important areas of educa- 
tion? 

From my own experience, 


the time I took off from 
school did not affect my 
school work in any way. In 
fact we spent many hours 
(out of school) preparing for 
this trip. We watched video- 
tapes on the history and 
present culture of Russia, 
heard guest speakers, and 
even tried to learn some of 
the language. If we could put 
in so much of our own time, 
surely the school could give 
up some of theirs. 

I was very disappointed 
when I|heard that the trips 
planned for this year were 
cancelled. J feel that the 
value of these trips can’t 
even be compared to three 
days of school. I had always 
been under the impression 


that the school board was 
there to encourage educa- 
tion, not to inhibit it. If your 
children are going on those 
trips, or if you agree that 
these trips have educational 
merit, let the school board 
know. Phone or write them 
and tell them how you feel 
about these trips. 

Six centuries ago, Saint 
Augustine said that the 
world is a book, and those 
who don't travel only read 
one page. I think we should 
take advantage of a unique 
opportunity.

Heritage funds committed to education 


Julian Koziak, minister of 
Education proposed Monday 
an investment of $8,387,000 
from the Capital Projects 
Division of the Alberta Heri- 
tage Savings Trust Fund to 
assure comprehensive de- 
velopment and distribution 
of much-needed Canadian 
learning resources for Al- 
berta schools. 

The plan provides for the 
production of an Alberta 
Heritage Series of learning 
resources that would high- 
light the courage and deter- 
mination of our pioneers and 
instill pride in present and 
future Albertans. The pro- 
gram, to be completed in just 
over two years, has four 
components: 

The Alberta Heritage 
Books for Young Readers, to 
consist of 12 quality refer- 
ences about Alberta history 
and natural environment, 
The series will be carefully 
selected from existing books 
by well-known Canadian au- 
thors and be specially revis- 
ed and illustrated as chil- 
dren's editions for grades 
four, five and six. Titles will 
be selected by a panel of 
noted Alberta writers, edu- 
cators, and citizens. The 
books will be provided to 
each of the eleven hundred 
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elementary schools in Al- 
berta, by December, 1979, 

The Alberta Heritage 
Books for Youth, a 10-book 
collection will offer an 
outstanding selection of st- 
ories, poems, and plays 
written about Western Can- 
ada by Canadian authors. 
The set will be produced for 
use in the junior and senior 
high schools, also selected by 
a panel of Alberta authors, 
educators, and citizens, and 
provided to the 800 junior 
high schools and nearly 400 
high schools in Alberta by 
September, 1979. 

Third, from existing ref- 
erences relevant to the 
history, geography, and peo- 
ple of Alberta, with pre- 
ference to those by Alberta 
authors, 30 titles will be 
selected for the Alberta 
Heritage Books for Senior 
Students and Adults. In 
re-bound form 2,000 sets of 
this collection will be dis- 
tributed to all senior high 
schools and post-secondary 
educational institutions, and 
in public libraries, libraries 
in senior citizens homes, 
hospitals and nursing homes, 
and drop-in centres, by 
March 1979, 

Thirteen Canadian studies 
kits are being prepared with 


the co-operation of Alberta 
school trustees, teachers, 
students and parents. These 
kits consist of locally and 
commercially produced 
books and pamphlets, films, 
video-tapes, slides, charts, 
pictures, audio-tapes, puzzle 
maps, models and puppets. 
Another three kits will be 
undertaken so that a total of 
eight will be available for 
elementary grades, four for 
junior high school and four 
for senior high school. Arr- 
angements may be worked 
out for sharing these kits 
with other provinces. 

A specially prepared Al- 
berta Junior Atlas and four 
foot by eight foot basic relief 
maps of Alberta, originated 
and developed by Alberta 
Transportation, will be pro- 
vided to all schools, and in 
prominent public buildings. 

A nature studies set of 620 
35 mm colour slides of the 


plants and animals common 
to Alberta and the prairies, 
with teacher guides and 
support literature, will com- 
plete the package. Some of 
these.publications, or por- 
tions of the volumes, will be 
printed in their original 
languages and/or may in- 
volve translation into current 
languages of instruction used 
in Alberta schools, in line 
with the government's com- 
mitment to preserve the 
multicultural heritage of the 
province. 

Mr. Koziak stated this 
proposal for a major in- 
vestment in learning resour- 
ces for Alberta schools and 
Alberta residents will assure 
that all children in Alberta 
will complete public school 
with a greater opportunity 
for a fuller knowledge and 
appreciation of the province, 
its residents, and our Cana- 
dian heritage.

Mark road signs 


to thwart vandals! 


As a part of a continuing 
campaign to combat vandal- 
ism in the province, Alberta 
Transportation has a new 
way of deterring road sign 
vandals. 

Identification markings -- a 
separate number or logo for 
each county and municipal 
district -- may be applied to 
the face of road signs, clearly 
labelling a sign as stolen 
property from a particular 
jurisdiction. 

“‘Nobody wants to be 
branded a thief,’’ says Dr. 
Hugh Horner, deputy prem- 
ier and minister of trans- 
portation. ‘‘These markings 
should discourage people 
from displaying stolen signs 
in their home and hanging 
them on the wall as decor- 
ation."* 

Dr. Horner says govern- 
ment officials feel they are on 
the right track in dealing 


with road sign vandals. 
**We are confident that 
combining easy identification 
of stolen property with strict 
penalties for convictions will 
help stop sign vandalism." 
Many communities, in 
addition to supporting Al- 
berta Transportation's a’nti- 
vandal campaign, are figh- 
ting sign vandalism in their 
districts by offering sub- 
stantial rewards for informa- 
tion leading to the arrest and 
conviction of sign thieves. 
As one municipal coun- 
cillor explains ‘‘People tend 
to think a petty reward 
signifies a petty crime, but a 
worthwhile reward helps 
people recognize the ser- 
iousness of stealing a sign."

The word turns up in 
Jimmy Carter's September 23 announcement that October 9 
is to be known hereafter as Leif Erickson Day."

Or 
should we say Norperson or Norpersondy? As in ‘‘The 
Invasion of Norpersondy."’

Dr. A. E. Hohol, minister 
of Alberta Advanced Educa- 
tion and Manpower, has 
granted $50,000 to the 
University of Alberta Press 
to promote Canadian content 
in scholarly publications. 

Commenting on the grant, 
Dr. Hohol said, ‘By pro- 
moting provincially produced 
study materials, we aim to 
increase the availability of 
Canadian learning materials 
throughout the province."’ 

Geared to provide assis- 
tance to Canadian authors 
and to stimulate the cul- 
tivations of publications re- 
lated to Canadian studies, 
the Grant has allocated in 
response to the findings of 
the Symons report on Cana- 
dian studies. T.H.B. Symons 
founding president of Trent 
University in Peterborough, 
Ontario, prepared the report 
commissioned by the Asso- 


ciation of Universities and 
colleges of Canada in 1972, 
The Symons Report was 
extremely critical of the 
general lack of Canadian 
content in secondary and 
post-secondary education le- 
vels across the country.

Kids and T.V.- What to do? 


having on television is no 
easy task. Since the mid- 
fifties concerned parents 


have tried to force producers 
to consider children in both 


advertising content and edu- 
cational value, but real 
progress is difficnlt and 
individual parents need also 
make an effort to ensure the 
tube isn’t undermining their 
basic goals for the good of 
their children. 

In recent weeks our eight 
year old daughter has come 
up with some revealing 
answers tosome questions 
we posed as we joined her for 
some of her favourite shows. 

First was a family comedy 
type show around the supper - 
hour. (This can cause some 
hassles if suppertime con- 
flicts sometimes). Lasked her 
why she liked this particular 
show, saying that I didn't 
like it, and families weren't 
really like that. ** Because its 
funny’'’ was the reply. We 
watched awhile longer and I 
remarked - ‘But you aren't 
laughing.” The reply came 
right back - ‘You don't have 
to laugh mummy - they do it 
for you!"’ which was true - 
there was plenty of canned 
laughter.

was One of the bionic woman 
shows, and we watch some 
together. The eight year old 
informed me that ‘‘All the 
kids watch it."’ After awhile I 
asked her what it was she 
liked about the show. The 
answer was just a gesture, 
with no words. Arms raised 
with clenched fists. Appar- 
ently power was the key 
ingredient which attracted 
her to. this show. Thinking it 
over, I recalled the time last 
winter when she had a 
tumble from her crazy carpet 
on the hill at school recess. 
She was scraped and bruised 
and crying when an older girl 
came along and stole her 
crazy carpet. A bionic girl 
could have prevented that. Is 
the conclusion for parents 
that bionic power is the only 
defence our youngsters think 
can help in violent times? 
They are clearly bombarded 
by violence in a great many 
television shows they watch - 
and in news” programs 
overheard as their parents 
turn in. 

Her other favourites are 
the Waltons and Grizzly 
Adams. Are these antidotes 


to the cynicism of canned 
laughter and what she really 
knows is the false answer of 
bionic power? If so are they 
realistic antidotes in the 
society of the seventies with 
a world expanding into 
space? And in the space age 
why does our eight year old 
really love the Hardy Boy- 
Nancy Drew books and TV 
shows? 

I look for alternatives such 
as buying a Shaun Cassidy 
record, which keeps our 
daughter and her friends 
trying out new dances and 
away from TV more. Luckily 
she is also fond of books and 
here I still have some control. 

But the answer is clearly 
not in forbidding television 
or strict censorship of shows. 
She is in a new generation 
and must learn from all that 
goes on around her. 

And now parents have 
K-tel and all the pre-Christ- 
mas advertising to cope with 
- in addition to the poor 
nutrition food advertise- 
ments. The ads in fact - part 
of the great campaign to 
promote never-ending buy- 
ing of products which be- 


come less and less durable - 
those ads may have morte 
influence than the favourite 
shows. 

If any readers have found 
some ways to help guide 
their children through the 
maze of good and poor 
television. programming and 
advertising, your comments 
would be appreciated in this 
column.

More girls smoking 


ends in more women 


dying 


Ten years or so .ago, 
teen-age girls in Ontario took 
to cigarette smoking in 
increasing numbers. As a 
result of that trend, the 
number of women dying of 
lung cancer in that province 
is on the upswing. This grim 
report was recently issued by 
a director of the Ontario 
Cancer Treatment and Re- 
search Program. 

The comments were made 
by Dr. K. J. B. Wightman 
when he spoke on statistics 
contained in the foundation's 
annual report to the provin- 
cial health minister. 

Dr. Wightman said the 
lung cancer rate among 
women has doubled in the 
past 10 years because more 
teen-age girls started smo- 
king 10 or 20 years ago. 

‘‘We know that it takes 
many years for such cancers 
to develop and it’s a fair 


assumption that the cause in 
the increase of female deaths 
due to lung cancer is 
because more women started 
smoking as teen-agers,"’ he 
said. 

The report said lung can- 
cer death rates continue to 
increase for both women and 
men, but the rate of increase 
for women has accelerated 
faster. 

The report said cancer of 
the lung, bronchus and 
trachea still rank first as a 
cancer among men, accoun- 
ting for 30 percent. Breast 
cancer ranks first among 
women with 21 percent. 

Dr. Wightman said there 
was no question a majority of 
cancer is caused by en- 
vironmental factors which 
doctors and the public were 
not aware of a decade or two 
ago.

LIBERATED DIAMONDS 


This year's collection re- 
veals what might be called a 
liberated approach to dia- 
monds and their role in 
jewellery design. There is an 
evident trend toward unusual 
contexts, such as the tubular 
bracelet ‘of clear Lucite 
containing 30 carats of loose 
diamonds which are allowed 
to tumble and slide freely 
within the structure, much 
like a baby’s rattle.

A puzzle pen- 
dant from France, with mov- 
able diamond squares, de- 
picts the profile of a single 
white diamond against a 
background of canary dia- 
mond pave. 


COLORED DIAMONDS 


The use of colored dia- 
monds is on the rise. A Swiss 
ring resembles the head of a 
bird with two canary dia- 
mond eyes and a beak of 
spectolite. A stripe of white 
baquette diamonds marks 
the head. 


KINETIC DIAMONDS 


Kinetic jewellery, which 
has fascinated both de- 
Signers and the awards 
judges for the past several 
years, continues to be a 
winning trend. An intriguing 
ring design from the U.S. 
focuses on a one-carat tri- 
angular diamond, which re- 
volves on an invisible peg 
and appears to spin freely on 
a pool of black jade. It is 
surrounded by a square of 
diamond pave. A brooch- 
pendant from Germany is a 
concave, diamond-rimmed 
disc of highly polished white 
gold, reflecting a spinning 
network of white gold wires.

CONVERTIBLE DIAMONDS 


There are several pieces of 
convertible diamond jewe- 
llery in this year’s awards 
collection -- that is, pieces 
which can be worn more than 
one way. One outstanding 
example is a choker from the 
United Kingdom of black 
onyx and diamond pave tri- 
angular prisms. Invisible 
fastenings allow it to be 
divied in two, and both 
halves worn as bracelets. 


DIAMOND CONTRAST 
One of the most effective 


ways to define and empha- 
size the beautiful white 


brilliance of diamonds is with 
a startling contrast. The use 
of onyx in combination with 
diamonds has predominated 
throughout the DIA collec- 
tions over many years. One 
Japanese designer created a 
stunning collar in a series of 
sections of both solid dia- 
mond pave and undulating 
surfaces of contrasting onyx, 
diamond pave and yellow 
gold. A South African winner 
takes the prize for contrasts, 
with a tubular collar of 
diamond pave and yellow, 
red, blue and black African 
beads. All are skillfully 
worked into a geometric 
pattern characteristic of Af- 
rican folk art.

The two women who 
founded the Ulster Peace 
Campaign in Northern Ire- 
land have been awarded 
Nobel Peace Prizes. Also 
receiving a peace prize was 
Amnesty International, 
which campaigns for the 
rights of political prisoners. 

The awards were given for 
both 1976 and 1977. In the 
announcement of the a- 
wards, the Nobel Committee 
in Oslo said: *‘Alfred Nobel's 
wish was that the peace prize 
should be given to those who 
most actively worked for 
peace and brotherhood."’ 

**Mairead Corrigan and| 
Betty Williams acted from a 
deep conviction that the 
individual person can make a 
meaningful contribution for 
peace through constructive 
conciliation work."’

against violence and misuse 
of power which was present 
in broad circles of the 
people.”’

in Canada, CAC has also 
sought assurances that re-

phasized that ‘'I saw it for 
myself and it works.’ Me- 
chanics have examined the 
car and proclaimed it genu- 
ine and workable. 

The car works like this; 
Wires from the battery run to 
aluminum electrodes in a 
steel bottle filled with water. 
The electric current sep- 
arates the hydrogen and the 
oxygen in the water. 

A pipe carries the hydro- 
gen to the carburetor. The 
engine runs on this fuel, 
recharging the battery. The 
battery keeps the electrolysis 
(Hydrogen-oxygen separati- 
on) continuous, so that water 
refills are only necessary 
every hundred miles or so. 

However, the engine's 
feasibility has been attacked 
on the grounds that it breaks 
the basic rule of science that 
energy cannot be created or 
destroyed. Scientists feel 
that the new machine gets 
more energy out of the 
battery and the hydrogen 
than ever was in them. It is 
believed in scientific circles 
that the flow of energy could 
not be maintained for long in 
such an engine. 


We all like to think we care 
about the welfare of children.

The chemical is not li- 
censed for use in Canada but 
results of the Maritime tests 
have been forwarded to 
Health and Welfare Canada 
for consideration.

Tiny, black, hump-backed 
flies called alfalfa leaf blotch 
miners are causing extensive 
damage to alfalfa crops in 
parts of the Maritimes. 

The insects, which first 
appeared in Canada in 1972, 
cause blotches on alfalfa 
leaves.

Farm programs 


announced by Minister 


Speaking in the Legisla- 
ture” this week Marvin 
Moore, Minister of Agri- 
culture said ‘‘we feel that the 
Government should further 
expand a very important role 
in furthering the long-term 
development of the agricul- 
ture industry,’’ Of major 
importance he said was the 
establishment, in 1972, of 
the Alberta Agricultural De- 
velopment Corporation whi- 
ch to date has provided over 
110 million dollars of direct 
farm loans, and over twice 
that amount in guaranteed 
loans to farmers, 

Referring to the enhan- 
cement of rural life, he noted 
that the R.E.A. program was 
extended, and most of 
Alberta farmers will soon 
have access to natural gas 
service, also the Minister of 
Transportation has embark- 
ed on a very major ‘road 
improvement program. Re- 
creational programs by the 
Department of Recreation, 
Parks and Wildlife capital 
grant program and the Agri- 
cultural Societies program, 
he said have contributed 
greatly to the recreational 
opportunities throughout the 
Province and have, to a large 
part, made the rural com- 
munity a more viable and 
more enjoyable place to live. 

On the marketing side, 
Mr. Moore said a major 
effort has been made to- 
wards the development of 
long-term markets. The 
Marketing Division Depart- 
ment, established in 1971, 
provides a variety of infor- 
mation services to both 
individual farmers and agri- 
businesses. A foreign app- 
roach was instituted in the 
formation of an International 
Marketing Branch in order to 
ensure that wider acceptance 
of Albertan and Canadian 
products by advertising, and 
selling goods. Our know- 
ledge of international mar- 
keting, said the minister, has 
led us to become firmly 
involved in trade’ and tariff 
negotiations recognizing that 
many of the obstacles to 
export of Albérta’s and 
Canada’s products lay in 
artificial barriers. 

He said this Government 
has embarked on vigorous 
programs to encourage the 
location of agricultural pro- 
cessing industries in the 
Province so"that-we could 
export manufactured goods, 
mentioning rapeseed crush- 
ing plants, the alfalfa pellet- 
ting indusfry, the meat 
packing industry, and cheese 
processing plants. 

On the technology side 
Mr. Moore spoke of the 
continual fight through re- 
search to provide better 
grain varieties, new grains, 


grains that were resistant to 
rust and smut, improved 
livestock breeds, and better 
machinery. Changes in pro- 
ductivity, capacity to pro- 
duce, or efficiency in pro- 
duction are related to cha- 
nges in technology he noted. 
Over the past six years the 
government has expanded a 
commitment to research thr- 
ough such institutions as the 
Alberta Horticultural Re- 
search Centre at Brooks, the 
Veterinary Infectious Dis- 
ease Organization in Sask- 
atoon, and through contract 
research programs such as 
the Alberta Weather Mod- 
ification Project. The De- 
partmental commitment to 
research in 1977 will exceed 
Three Million Dollars. 


FARMING FOR THE 
FUTURE - NEW PROGRAM 


In view of the substantial 
benefit that research can 
provide to the long-term 
viability of agriculture in the 
Province, and to the impro- 
vement of Net Farm In- 
comes, the minister announ- 
ced a new program called 
‘Farming for the Future.’ It 
is proposed that Ten Million 
Dollars, over a five year 
period, will be provided from 


the Alberta Heritage Savings 
Trust Fund to this program. 
These funds will be used for 
agricultural research to aug- 
ment, and complement, ex- 
isting programs carried out 
by the Government of Al- 
berta, our universities, our 
Federal and private agen- 
cies. 

The funds will be admini- 
stered by a new Agricultural 
Research Committee, chair- 
ed by the Minister, and 
including representatives of 
Alberta's farm groups, of 
Agri-business, of the Faculty 
of Agriculture and Forestry 
at the University, of the 
Alberta Research Council, of 
the Department of Agri- 
culture, and of other De- 
partments of Government. 
Involvement of producers on 
the Committee, said Mr. 
Moore will ensure a practical 
approach to research and an 
effective transfer of new 
information to the farming 
community, 

Priorities in research will 
range across all areas of 
agriculture, but initially a 
major portion of the funds 
will go to crop and livestock 
research, with special em- 
phasis on Northern Agri- 
culture. 


Income tax ruling 


in favor of farmers 


Unifarm president Dobson 
Lea said Oct. 17 that a 
four-year dispute between 
the farm organization and 
the federal income tax de- 
partment has been resolved 
in favour of about 30,000 
Alberta farmers. 

The department has ruled 
that installation costs of 
utilities will be accepted as 
legitimate business expenses 
for income tax purposes. 

Unifarm estimates that the 
decision will mean over a 
million dollars in tax savings 
for members of rural co-op- 
eratives who may now re-file 
tax returns for the 1972 - 77 
period if during that time 
they installed a co-operative 
utility such as natural gas or 
electric power for other than 
personal use. 

Throughout the four-year 
struggle Unifarm persisted 
in its belief that co-op 
members’ utility connections 
should qualify as business 
expenses dispite contrary 
views by department author- 
ities and was delighted that 


its determination was finally 
The case had been aban- 
doned by provincial author- 
ities because legal advisors 
had apparently convinced
